Upon the result of the battle for 
tax equalization, which will begin to 
be fought out on the floor of the 
house today, it is tonsidered not un- 
likely that the calling or not calling 
of an extraordinary session of the 
general assembly by the governor 
this year will depend. 

In a special message which Gov- 
ernor Slaton sent to the legislature 
yesterday he called attention to the 
fact that the general appropriation 
bill passed by the house last week 
for the year 1914 is $280,629 in ex. 
cess of the estimated revenue for the 
current year. 

The governor has had Comptroller 
General Wright to calculate the 
amount of the appropriation bill, and 
he finds it to be $5,953,634. The 
comptroller’s estimate of the total 
revenue of the state for this year is 
$5,673,005. 

Must Provide Money to Pay. 

This is taken as strongly indicat- 
ing that the governor will not sign 
the appropriation bill unless the 
legislature, at the same time that. it 
passes that measure to him, will have 
provided a means of raising the rev- 
enue with which to meet it. 

While it is. true that several of the 
bills amendatory of the general tax 
act are calculated to make some in- 
crease in the revenue by increases 
in and additions to.the items of spe 
cial taxation, there is a strong feel- 
ing, in which there is every indica- 
tion that the governor. shares, that 
only a courageous and effective meas- 
ure of tax equalization will save the 


BOMB FROM AEROPLANE 
TEARS HUERTA WARSHIP 
Nogales, Ariz., July 28.—The 
Mexican federal gunboat Tampico 
was destroyed today by a bomb 
dropped from an aeroplane over 
Guaymas harbor, declares an offi- 
cial insurgent message. It was 
said that Aviator Didier Masson 
made three flights over the harbor 
before he encpecced in hitting the 
boat. 


Washington, July 
Henry Lane Wilson, summoned from 


Mexico City to inform the Washington

FEDERAL MARRIAGE LAWS. 


An event that appears to be ultimately 
inevitable is foreshadowed in the proposed 
constitutional amendment of Representative 
Edmonds, of Pennsylvania, who would give 
the federal government control of marriage 
and divorce laws. It is doubted if the amend- 
ment will even come to a vote in the present 
session. And should the amendment be sub- 
mitted to the states we doubt if public senti- 
ment is sufficiently educated to approve it. 
But the close student of the,tendencies of 
our day will recognize in it an almost in- 
escapable evolution, effective some day, of 
our present strange and conflicting system. 

The lack of uniformity in divorce laws is 
one of the national scandals. Perhaps it is 
pre-eminent, since it touches the most sa- 
cred relation in life, that upon which civili- 
zation and society are founded. One state 
can now undo what is done by forty-seven 
others. To be frank, if states cared to in- 
voke technicalities they could make illegiti- 
mate children by the wholesale. Fortunately, 
few of them so ignore the unwritten law of 
comity. But the sinister possibilities are 
always in the background. 

Lax and conflicting divorce laws are in- 
separable from lax and conflicting marriage 
laws. The subjects are inter-relating. So 
that a uniform divorce law without a uni- 
form marriage law would be nothing but a 
No advocates’ of federal control, 
however, need think that an easy course 
awaits them. The past two constitutional 
amendments ratified with such comparative 
ease touched the matter of money and of 
abstruse political principles... The Edmonds 
amendment touches life and the marital rela- 
tion itself. It is going to have no such plain 
sailing. A good many people think that 
government, which is menaced by poor 
marriages, has a right to a say in the mat- 
ter. In the interests of the common wel- 
fare, that right may be conceded. But it is 
a long way from academic concession to 
actual application.

A Record for Postmen. 
(From The London Tid-Bits.) 

A postman of Hartlepool, who retired 
lately, has not achieved a record by his 
forty-one years of service and estimated 
160,000 miles of tramping to deliver 6,250,- 
000 letters and parcels. A woman beat this 
hollow. Mary Jackson, postwoman of Bils- 
ton, must have trudged a quarter of a mil- 
lion miles between 1819 and 1860, during 
which time she never missed a day. from 
sickness or took any holiday. Only four 
Sundays off duty in her half a century spoilt 
her continuous record, and these were not 
her fault. Delivery was experimentally sus- 
pended for those four days, and Mary’s own 
comment was that the persons responsible 
were a pack of fools. She left at her death 
a useful sum _ to the Wolverhampton 
hoanital. 


Poor Joanna, of Flanders, spent the last 
part of her life in the deepest remorse be- 
cause she believed she had beheaded her 
father. She had strang visions that she was 
a patricide, and it disturbed her peace of 
mind so that worry undermined her health 
and it finally unseated her reason, and when 
she died in 1241 she lay in agony upon her 
bed crying “Will God forgive me?” 

The poor unfortunate woman is hardly to 
be held responsible for the crime she ac- 
cused herself of committing, for there is very 
little evidence to show the man she ordered 
beheaded was her parent. Joanna was born 
in 1171. Her father, Baldwin, the Count 
of Flanders. was one of the heroes of the 
Fourth Crusade. At the head of his soldiers 
he took Constantinople and he declared him- 
self emperor. | 

At the time he set forth upon this cru- 
sade he had two daughters, the elder being 
Joanna and the younger Margaret. These 
daughters he left in charge of their cousin, 
Philip of Namur. He also left his kingdom 
in Philip’s charge during his absence. 

The. count had only a very few months 
in which to enjoy the title and power of 
the Emperor of Constantinople, for he was 
defeated in a short time by the Bulgarians 
and was held a captive by them many years. 
Finally rumors of his death reached Flan- 
ders. and as Joanna, by right of birth and 
the law of the country, was entitled to the 
throne, she seized her father’s possessions. 
Ferdinand was cruel to his wife and he 
failed signally in everything in a political 
way he undertook. One of the most unfor- 
tunate of his ventures was his alliance with 
Philip Augustus, of France, which arrange- 
ment lasted a very short time, Then they 
quarreled and Ferdinand went over to the 
English and almost in the first battle was 
badly wounded: and taken prisoner by the 


French. 
The French monarch gave Joanna an Op-

portunity to obtain his release, Dut she was 
eo delighted to get rid of him that she let 
him languish in prison fifteen years. and 
all the while she was on the most friendly 
terms with both Philip Augustus and Louis 
VIII. 

But finally came the mystery. Joanna's 
father, as has been noted, was captured and 
imprisoned by the Bulgarians, and word had 
reached Flanders some years later that he 
had not, as was reported, died in captivitys 
The country was very much disturbed at 
this report. One day the people of the 
country were surprised when an old man, 
broken in health, appeared among them and 
announced himself as their King Baldwin, 
and that he had come again to rule them. 

The King of France was called upon to 
hear the old man’s story, to question him 
and decide as to the authenticity of his 
claims. «Unfortunately he was unable satis- 
factorily to answer some of the questions 
regarding past events.

Wimbledon, Eng., July 28.—World 
Supremacy in lawn tennis rests with 
the United States. The struggle for 
the Dwight F..-Davis trophy, emble- 
matic of the international tennis 
championship, ended today on the 
Wimbledon courts in a victory for 
the United States, when Maurice Kk. 
McLoughlin, the American singles 
champion, defeated Charles P. Dixon, 
the veteran English player, at 8-6, 
6-3, 6-2. 

The rules of the cup contest called 
for the best three in five matches, and 
the Americans previously having 
taken a match each In the singles and 
the doubles, were the winners of the 
coveted trophy when Dixon went down 
before McLoughlin, the score by 
matches being: 

United States 3, Great Britain 1. 

The Britishers had gained their only 
point when J. S. Parke, the Irish play- 
er, won a single match from Mce- 
Loughlin last week. 

The official scores of the 
ment, however, will read: 

United States 3, Great Britain 2, for 
after the McLoughlin-Dixon match to- 
day, R. Norris Williams, of Philadel- 
phia, played hes scheduled match with 
Parke, the Irishman winning after

Greatest Tourney. 

The Davis cup now goes back to the 
land of its donor after the most in- 
teresting fight for its possession since 
it first left home tn 1903. : The vic- 
tory of the Americans today will be 
all the more memorable because it 
was the first time in the history of 
the cup that seven countries—the 
United States, Canada, Australasia, 
South Africa, Germany, France and 
Belgium—competed in elimination

matches for the honor of challenging 
the British holders. 

Despite his loss in singles to Parke 
last Friday, McLoughlin generally is 
given credit for lifting the cup. The 
dazzling, daring playing of the Cali- 
fornian and his sportsmanlike ac- 
tions during the tournament so en- 
deared him to the British followers of 
the game’ that, in spite of the keen 
disappointment at the loss of the cup, 
the crowd which witnessed todav's 
crucial match gave the Californian the 
spontaneous ovation usually reserved 
for home idols. 

British tennis enthusiasts had not 
been optimistic that they would re- 
tain the trophy after McLoughlin and 
Harold H. Hackett won the doubles 
match from Dixon and H. Roper Bar- 
rett Saturday, but they were confident 
that Dixon would make a supreme ef- 
fort to defeat McLoughlin today. 

The veteran English player made the 
effort putting all the finesse and 
scignce of which he is master into the 
game; buthis youthful opponent after 
the first set broke down his defense 
at every turn. The American at first 
appeared over-anxious because of the 
responsibility resting upon him for 
in the opening set the loss of one of 
his service games and inaccuracy of 
drives gave the Englishman énough 
aces to make a deuce 
tory perched upon the 
Californian.
